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DETAILED ACTION

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bickford 
(4,042,803) in view of Forrest (3,680,563). 

Bickford teaches substantially the claimed invention comprising an electric heating 
device comprising a center rectangular panel 12 (Fig. 1), two triangular side panels 
connected to the panel 12 by zipper 13 or other panels 8, 9 and 10 (col. 1 , lines 62-67), 
heating elements 17-19 embedded in the material, an adjustable holding belt 14 
attached to each of the distal corners of the device, and an electrical connection 24 and 
25 from the heating elements to a power source and a manual controls switch 22 
including on/off positions and a resistance device 23 for providing a variable resistance 
to electric current (col. 2, lines 17-20). However Bickford is silent about size of the 
panels, the material for the panels and does not teach that heating elements are 
transverse throughout each of the three panels. Forrest discloses a fabric material for 
the panels and heating elements that transverse through the device (claim 1 and Fig. 3). 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify Bickford's 
invention to include a fabric material for panels to easy cover parts of the body and 
make heating elements that transverse in order to better heat body parts as taught by 
Forrest (claim 1 ) and also have panels sized as claimed because the device of Bickford 
is used for the same parts of the body as in claimed invention.
